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THE ROSA FORGERIES OF 
ARMENIAN ARTAXIAD ERA COINS 

By L. A. SARYAN, Ph.D. 


Slightly over a century ago, George Francis Hill, then director of the Department of Coins 
and Medals at the British Museum (and perhaps the most prominent numismatic scholar of his 
time) wrote a book in which he selected and described the historical significance of one hundred 
of the most important ancient Greek coins.' A few years later. Hill presented and discussed 109 
of the most historically important coins of ancient Rome.^ These two books include several coins 
pertaining to Armenia, two of which are especially noteworthy: the silver tetradrachm of Tigranes 
the Great (struck during his occupation of Anhoch between 83 and 69 B.C.), and the silver de- 
narius of Cleopatra with her lover Marc Antony (struck ca. 34 B.C.), depicting the captured tiara 
of the martyred Armenian king Artavasdes II. 

Both coins have been popular with numismatists for generations. The large tetradrachms of 
Tigranes, featuring the portrait of a proud king wearing the unique Armenian tiara, have superb 
eye appeal. The Cleopatra/Antony denarius depicts a miniature Armenian tiara, but perhaps its 
mystique is to be found in the coupling of one of history’s great romantic pairs, popularized four 
centuries ago by William Shakespeare. Numerous fakes of these two scarce and popular coins 
have been manufactured by forgers for sale in the numismatic marketplace. 

One of these forgers was Peter Rosa. Bom in the Bronx, Rosa (1926-1990) was one of the 
most active and notorious ancient coin forgers of his day. In addition to Greek and Roman coins, 
he also faked early American colonial and territorial coins. His biography has been documented 
by noted numismatic writer Wayne Sayles."* * Sayles, who knew him personally, illustrates hun- 
dreds of false coins made and marketed by Rosa from about 1955 to the late 1980s. In the late 
1960s, Rosa’s firm reportedly sold 200,000 replicas per year to customers in 47 countries. In 
1968, ’according to Sayles, Rosa had 538 different fakes in his stock. During his lifetime he pro- 
duced as many as 700 dies,^ making him perhaps the most prolific forger ever to have worked in 
the USA. 

Rosa’s forgery activities suffered a severe blow when then the US Congress passed the 
Hobby Protection Act of 1973. This act (see details below) requires that the word COPY be

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prominently stamped on the face of any coin replica or reproduction marketed in the USA. Rosa 
refused to comply with the law and was thus forced into semi-retirement. 

Rosa produced fakes of both the Tigranes tetradrachm® and the Cleopatra/ Antony denarius.’ 
Derivative copies of Rosa forgeries have also been made. Two examples offered by a seller in 
upstate New York, described as “Rosa reproductions” made from Rosa’s “original molds,” are 
presented here. Discussion with Mr. Sayles revealed that these were most likely not produced 
from Rosa’s original dies, but rather are probably second or third generation copies — in other 
words, forgeries of forgeries. Nevertheless, the clear enlarged illustrations offered below should 
be useful as a guide to protect numismatists. 

Rosa Forgery of Tigranes Silver Tetradrachm 



Obverse: Tigranes wearing Armenian tiara ornamented with star between eagles. 

Reverse: The Tyche of Antioch seated on rock holding palm with river god Orontes swimming 
at her feet. Greek legend. 

The illustrated example is 9.29 g, 28.9 mm diameter, die axis 12 h, silver-plated pewter com- 
position, Saryan forgeries collection. The word COPY is stamped very lightly in tiny letters (0.8 
mm high and 3.3 mm wide, measured using a precision caliper) on the reverse, below the swim- 
mer. This example has a broad flan, but it is thin and severely underweight compared to genuine 
silver tetradrachms. The surface of the metal is rather grainy and shows evidence of casting. The 
design is a close match to the famous Becker tetradrachm forgery, an indication that Rosa used a 
Becker as his exemplar. The word COPY is also stamped almost imperceptibly on the edge.

The example illustrated here is 2.62 g, 18.3 mm diameter, die axis 5 h, silver-plated pewter 
composition, Saryan forgeries collection. The word COPY is lightly stamped in tiny letters (0.8 
mm high and 3.3 mm wide measured with a precision caliper) in the field beneath Antony’s neck. 
This forgery is underweight for a Roman denarius* and both surfaces are grainy, showing evi- 
dence of casting. The recessed areas have been artificially toned. The word COPY is also 
stamped almost imperceptibly on the edge. 

It should be stressed that these pieces do not comply with detailed provisions of the US 
Hobby Protection Act of 1973. This act pertains specifically to replicas, reproductions, and cop- 
ies of numismatic items that are manufactured or imported into the USA. It requires that the 
word “COPY” in sans-serif capital letters a minimum of 2.0 mm high, 6.0 mm wide, and 0.3 mm 
deep must appear incused on at least one face of the item. While it is true that these pieces are 
stamped COPY, the letters are extremely small and certainly do not meet the minimum dimen- 
sions called for in the 1973 law. Adding a stamp to the edge does not satisfy the legal require- 
ments. While imported items may be virtually impossible to regulate, there is no excuse for rep- 
licas made in the USA, such as the two described here, to violate the reasonable provisions of this 
law. Numismatists should keep in mind that Rosa forgeries may be encountered with or without 
the word COPY stamped on them. Several thousand original Rosas exist and these are unlikely 
to carry any warning or indication that they are false. 

It is illegal to manufacture and sell replicas in the USA that are not in compliance with this 
act. This goes both for the original forgeries and for the more recent copies supposedly made 
from Rosa’s molds. Sayles contends that Rosa had good intentions,^ but these cannot justify 
Rosa’s criminal actions or exonerate him from the charge of forgery. 

In my opinion, the widespread proliferation of forged ancient coins, which has increased es- 
pecially in recent decades, is now so great that it threatens the integrity of numismatics for 
scholar and amateur alike. The Armenian fakes described in this paper clearly do not meet the 
detailed requirements of the Hobby Protection Act. They should be regarded as forgeries and 
avoided by serious numismatists.

Sarkissian, Mesrob Abgarians, Berj Sabbaghian, 
Nicholas Jamgochian, Paul Carnig, Fr. Sahak 
Ddjemdjemian, and some others). But the new 
younger numismatists who have replaced them are 
very few. \Ve need many and much more 
numismatists to carry the torch forward and write 
articles on ancient, medieval and modem Armenian 
coins, describe Armenian medals which have been 
accumulated by many of our members, and — not 
to be left out — the bank notes of the first, second, 
and third Armenian republics. 

No one expects to see a beginner numismatist 
become a scholar like Fr. Clement Sibilian or Dr. 
Paul Z. Bedoukian. But what would happen to the 
Armenian Numismatic Journal if new and young 
numismatists do not step forward, start performing 
research and publish the results of their conclusion?

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THE ARMENIAN COIN AUCTION OF 
R. A. COLLECTION 
( 2010 ) 

The “R. A. collection” of Armenian coins and coins relating to Armenia, assembled mostly 
from the Classical Numismatic Group, Inc., was consigned to the same dealer and auctioned 

on 15 September 2010, by mail bid and on Internet.^ 

The Armenian section of the catalogue, which includes 132 lots, contains more than two 
hundred pieces from the Armenian kingdom of Sophene, Artaxiad Dynasty of Armenia, as 
well as Roman and Byzantine coins relating to Armenia, Commagene, and Cilician Armenia. 
We were so impressed with the names of major coin dealers and quality of these coins that 
we referenced their names in our summary following this review: Classical Numismatic 
Group,2 Spink,3 Munzen und Medaillen,^ Numismatica Ars Classica,^ Numismatic Fine Arts,® 

Leu,’ Elsen,® Christie’s,® Nercessian,’® and Sotheby’s.’’ 

The Armenian section of the catalogue includes numerous rare coins of high quality. It 
should be emphasized that many of the pedigree coins were part of the Arararia^ Collection, 
sold by the CNG in several auctions. To this list belong the copper coins of Arsames I, 
Arsames II, Xerxes, Abdissares, Morphilig, tetradrachms and drachms (with comet and 
Antioch Tyche) as well as a Damascus copper issued by Tigranes II, drachms of Artavasdes II 
and Artaxias II, and copper coins of Artaxias II, Tigranes III, Artavasdes III, Tigranes IV 
and Tigranes V. The medieval coins included a follis of Kiurike II, copper coins of barons 
Roupen I, Toros I, Roupen II, and Levon II; the royal section of Cilician Armenia included: 
Levon I, a one-lion coronation piece, a billon inscribed in Latin; Hetoum-Kaikhusrew 
bilingual half tram; Levon II, a pre-coronation tram with Hetoum-Zabel tram design, Smpad 
half tram, Gosdantin I trams and a kardez, Levon III half tram, and a pogh from Guy. Also, 
there were numerous Roman and Byzantine coins relating to Armenia, such as a denarius of 
Mark Antony, Mark Antony and Cleopatra, an aureus and a denarius of Augustus, a

The “R. A. Collection” was formed during the past twenty years (that is, from 1990-2010). 
In the early 1990s, and in 1995 when the first part of the “Araratian Collection” was 
auctioned, the coin market was very depressed. Obviously, this unknown R. A. collector not 
only enjoyed his coins for a period of two decades, but he also made an extremely good 
investment by purchasing these coins. To highlight this point, we formed the Table I, 
Comparative data of 2010 and previous sale prices. Here we tabulated those coins where we 
had information on their past sale prices. Hence, we are able to demonstrate that during this 
period Armenian coins have appreciated more than two times in market value. The average 
for the 61 lots of table I is 2.3. One does not expect to see a collector get rich, but certainly he 
made a handsome profit from his Armenian coin collection. The estimated value for the R. A. 
Armenian coin auction was $91,900, whereas the sum of realized prices was was $193,573.75. 
One lot was withdrawn and four lots were not sold. 
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To be fair to the numismatic staff of CNG, it should be emphasized that they have done a 
great job in cataloguing the Armenian coins. The references included Paul Z. Bedoukian’s 
Coinage of the Armenian Kingdoms ofSophene and Commagenef^ Coinage of the Artaxiads of 
Armeniaf^ Coinage of Cilician Armeniaf^ Medieval Armenian Coins Y. T. Nercessian’s 
Armenian Coins and Their Values^՜^ and Silver Coinage of the Artaxiad Dynasty of Armenia 
R. Vardanyan^® F. L. Kovacs and IP\ E. Khurshudian,^^ L. A. Saryan,^® M. Amandry,^^ 
Roman Provincial Coinage Catalogue of the Byzantine Coins in the Dumbarton Oaks 
Collection and in the Whittemore Collections^ Crawford, Sydenham, CRI,^^ RIC,®° RSC,®^ 
and some others; also, the above mentioned auction house catalogues where previously the 
coins were listed for sale. All of the coins are illustrated in color and printed in actual size, 
and 32 coins were enlarged. The weights, diameters, and die axis orientation data are 
published. 

The statistical data is tabulated and offered to our readers as a useful guide to current 
market trends, prevailing prices, and for posterity. The prices quoted are from the CNG’s 
Prices Realized which include the sale price plus the 15% buyer’s fee for electronic bids 
directly placed on their website.®®

Introduction ^ r, i i j 

Since the publication of Paul Z. Bedoukian’s historic paper on the coins of Sophene and 

author’s book on the coins of Armenia, ^ numerous examples have surfaced in the numismatic 
sale catalogues. These coins ascribed to the kings of Sophene advanced our knowledge of 
Armenian numismatics in a substantial way, both in metrology and typology. They deserve 
our attention and need to be brought together to establish a perspective. 

Information on all of these extremely rare coins is retrieved mostly from auction 
catalogues, Bedoukian’s pioneering work, other scholarly papers, museums and private 
collections which remain unrecorded. 

The aim of our typological study offered in this paper is to bring together all of the known 
information on the coins of Sophene. The present corpus has been prepared from printed 
photographs and author’s collection. 

Also, the catalogue offered is an attempt to publish together the photographs of all 
known coins of Sophene. Coins classified in the corpus of CSC (Nos. 1 to 19) have 
photographs of 16 obverses and 16 reverses (4 coins paired into 2 obverse and reverse 
illustrations); in this presentation 98 photographic illustrations grace the plates. Most of the 
coins catalogued in the Bedoukian corpus do not have photographs. 

Hence, the prerequisite for our present study is having a photograph of each coin. There 
is a good reason for this. The coins of Arsames I with “horseman” design have two varieties. 
Both of the varieties are illustrated next to each other (Nos. 2 and 3) in the photographs of 
CSC plates, but there is no distinction in their descriptions. The poor preservation status of 
coin number 3 might be the reason for this. 

The order of listing of coins under each respective ruler is done by weight® and their 
grouping follows the same chalcus weight tables of the copper coin denominations which was 
used in a previous study.^ We would like to emphasize that the table we adopted is purely

In numismatic auction catalogues two coins surfaced which are catalogued in our corpus. One of these, 31. a, 
is catalogued by the CNG {Auction 51, 15 September 1999). Tentatively, it is attributed to an unrecorded king of 
Sophene named Arkathi(?). According to the CNG cataloguer, “The attribution is based on the close similarity to the 
above cited [Bedoukian, ANSMN 28, 15] coin of the Sophene king Xerxes, who ruled circa 220 B.C.” 

However, in Haykakan Sovetakan Hanragitaran [Soviet Armenian Encyclopedia] (Vol. 5, Yerevan, 1979, p. 141, 
in Armenian), it is mentioned that Zariadres (Zareh in Armenian) was succeeded by Arkathius (Arcathias in 
Armenian), who founded a new capital named Arkathiocerta (Arcathiakert in Armenian). Arkathius was killed by 
Seleucid Antiochus IV (187-175 B.C.). Therefore, the regnal period of Arkathius falls in early 2nd Century B.C. 
Then, the throne passed to the brother of Arkathius, Mehruzhan (Morphilig?), and then after him, Artanes followed. 
In 94 B.C., Tigranes II the Great dethroned Artanes, liberated Sophene, and reunited to Armenia Major. 

The second coin in this group, 31. b, is catalogued by the Busso Peus Nach. {Auktion 340, 2 November 1994, 
Nicholas Jamgochian Collection), is assigned to Xerxes, as an unpublished variant.

Conclusion 

Table 1 (the extant of total Sophene coins) eloquently demonstrates that the coins of 
Arsames I and Arsames II were quadrupled in a period of twenty-five years; the coins of 
Xerxes, Zariadres, and Morphilig were nearly doubled. Whereas the coins of Sames and 
Abdissares increased by a smaller percentage.

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We have coins ascribed to a new ruler named Arkathius (Nos. 31. a and b). The design has 
certain similarities to those of Xerxes with Nike reverse, where Nike is standing to left; 
where as on both examples of Arkathius, Nike is standing to right. 

The coins of Arsames I with “horseman” design, as we noted earlier, have two variations. 
In one case the design on the reverse is horseman advancing to right toward a springing lion 
(Nos. 2 and 3);^° in the second variation, on the reverse the horseman is advancing to right 
and his spear is pointed at the foot soldiers (Nos. 4 and 5).^^ 

From the newly surfaced coins of Arsames I, a new design is discovered where the horse’s 
head and neck to right is engraved on the reverse (No. 6) of a singular example. 

However, the most diverse design variations are demonstrated on the coins of Arsames 
II. On numerous examples of two different coin types, eagle and caps of Dioscuri design on 
the reverses (Nos. 15, 16 and 19), the facing bust of Arsames is engraved to left instead of 
right.32 Also, numerous examples have six or eight-pointed stars instead of crosses on the top 
of the caps of Dioscuri (Nos. 18. c, f, and 19.b). 

Based on the data tabulated in Table 1, during the past twenty-five years, the inventory 
of known Sophene coins is increased from 53 to 130 pieces — nearly two and a half times.

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AMERICA MEETS ARMENIA: 

US MARINE CORPS CHALLENGE COINS 
FROM YEREVAN 

By L. A. SARYAN, Ph.D. 

(Plate 5) 


President George H. W. Bush extended American recognition to the Republic of Armenia on 
December 25, 1991, and soon thereafter an American diplomatic legation was established in 
Yerevan. Over the past twenty years, the two countries have established strong bilateral relations. 
The United States has initiated a wide-ranging array of humanitarian, social, and economic 
assistance projects in Armenia. The cordial relations between Armenia and America are reflected 
in two attractive “challenge coins” that are presented in this article. 

Challenge coins are actually medals that are closely associated with American military 
tradition.' The custom of making and using these medals may have begun as early as World War 
I, but it did not become widespread until after the Vietnam War. They are issued by military 
units and more recently have been adopted by non-military organizations (such as local police 
and fire departments), by the military forces of Canada and other western countries, and even 

private corporations.^ 

Thousands of different challenge coins have been produced for units of the United States 
Armed Forces. Typically, they carry the insignia or emblem of the issuing service or unit. They 
exist in an endless variety of designs and types, sizes, shapes, metallic compositions, and finishes. 
To enhance their eye-appeal, many of these pieces are attractively enameled in multiple colors. 
The principal purpose of a challenge coin is to foster espirit-de-corps, which is essential for 

military organizations. 

Two basic categories, pocket pieces and presentation pieces, are commonly encountered. 
Pocket pieces (typically measuring about 38 mm in diameter and 2.5 mm thick) are used to 
identify members of a given unit, and must be carried by each individual member of that unit at 
all times. If “challenged,” a soldier is required to retrieve and display his personal medal within a 
few seconds (hence the name). Presentation or award medals are often somewhat larger 
(typically about 45 mm in diameter and 3 mm thick) and are intended as rewards to recognize 
extraordinary or meritorious service.^ 

Two rare and extremely attractive challenge coins from Armenia, presented here, should be 
of interest to our readers. Both were issued by the United States Marine Corps Security Guard 
Detachment headquartered at the American Embassy in Yerevan: 

1. Brass Medal 

Obverse: Insignia of the United States Marine Corps superimposed on the crossed flags of the 
United States of America and the Marines (the American flag is enameled in red, white, and blue.

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and the Marine flag in red); superimposed on these is a ribbon reading COUNTRY / SEMPER 
FIDELIS / CORPS. (Semper fidelis is Latin for “always faithful,” the motto of the Marines. 
Clockwise legend along the edge: US MARINES OVER TWO CENTURIES OF, 
counterclockwise continuation DEDICATED WORLDWIDE SERVICE. 

Reverse: Coat of Arms of the Republic of Armenia, new design by Hrachya Aslanyan, with the 
central shield enameled in blue, red and white colors. Clockwise legend along the edge MARINE 
SECURITY GUARD DETACHMENT; counterclockwise YEREVAN, ARMENIA. 

Fabric and provenance: Diameter stated to be 1.6 inches (40.6 mm), weight not given, solid 
brass with antique finish and enamel coloring applied to each side. A single example became 
available in 2006, present whereabouts unknown.'* 

2, Black Enameled Medal 

Obverse: Various symbols of the United States Marines (head of a spade, soldier bayoneting an 
enemy, insignia, crossed weapons, and fist) scattered on a black enameled field, with legend DET 
YEREVAN MARINE SECURITY GUARD within; legend along the edge reading clockwise: No 
Better Friend United States Marine Corps, and counterclockwise: No Worse Enemy. 

Reverse: Coat of arms of the Republic of Armenia (new design) on a black enameled field, with 
red-orange, blue, and yellow enameled shield elements. English and Armenian legends in the 
field adjacent to the seal, separated by three five-pointed stars. Twin peaks of Mt. Ararat at the 
top. The English and Armenian legends are borrowed from the Armenian national anthem “Mer 
Hairenik,” separated by stars, reading clockwise: Our Fatherland Մեր ZmjpbCjif and 
counterclockwise * Let it shine against our enemy * Թող փողփողա մեր թշնամու դեմ *. Clockwise 
legend along the edge AMERICAN YEREVAN EMBASSY and counterclockwise (at bottom) 
ARMENIA. 

Fabric and provenance: Diameter 51.1 mm, thickness at edge 3.6 mm, weight 60.53 grams, 
polished white metal with black enameled fields. Reverse is also enameled in orange-red, blue, 
and yellow. A single example became available in 2011 and was purchased for the author’s 
collection. The seller indicated that this medal was issued to present to “best friends” of the 
American Embassy.^ 

The medals are not dated, nor do we have any definite information about mintage quantity, 
designers or manufacturers.^ It can be presumed that the medals were struck to order in the USA 
sometime after the Marine Detachment in Armenia was activated on August 6, 2001.’ Designs 
may have been submitted by members of the Detachment. Since this unit is small, consisting (in 
2002) of a commander and just five guards, mintages for both medals are thought to be extremely 
limited. 

The presence of lyrics from the Armenian national anthem on an American medal speaks 
eloquently to the shared ideals and aspirations of our two nations. Likewise, the beautifUlly-

rendered depiction of the modem coat-of-arms of Armenia on both medals is a noteworthy 
validation of Armenian statehood, and a testimony to the friendship between the United States 
and Armenia. Such a tribute to Armenia appears to be unprecedented in official American 
medallic art. 

The American Embassy in Yerevan was established in 1992, shortly after the United States 
recognized Armenia as an independent state in 1991. The present embassy complex, built in 
2002-2004, is situated on a large plot of land a few kilometers west of the center of Yerevan, 
adjacent to the highway that links the city with the Zvartnots airport.* The four-story, 11,000 
square-meter (118,400 square-foot) building is one of the largest United States embassy facilities 
in the world. It supports an extensive array of development and humanitarian projects within 
Armenia.^ Eight distinct agencies operate programs within Armenia, including the State 
Department (Bureau of Educational and Cultural Affairs, Bureau of International Narcotics and 
Law Enforcement, Export Control and Border Security Program, Office of Overseas Building 
Operations); US Agency for International Development (Private Sector program. Water 
Management program, Energy Sector program. Democracy program. Social Transition program. 
Earthquake Zone Recovery program, and others); Department of Agriculture; Department of 
Defense; Peace Corps; Department of the Treasury; Department of Commerce; and the US 
Marine Corps. It is worth noting that the Bureau of Overseas Buildings Operations, which directs 
worldwide overseas building programs for the US Government and the Department of State, is 
actually headquartered at the embassy in Yerevan. 

In Armenia, the Marine Corps is represented by a designated Security Guard Detachment, 
activated (as noted above) on August 6, 2001. Its function is to “provide security services to 
prevent the compromise of classified material and equipment and to provide protection for United 
States citizens and United States Government property”’*’ in Armenia. In addition to their 
assigned duties, the six-member unit has also been involved in charitable and social programs for 
the local population, including Toys for Tots, visits to local orphanages. Marine Corps birthday 
celebrations, and Independence Day celebrations. 

American involvement in Armenia spans three centuries. In the nineteenth century, the 
American Red Cross offered humanitarian relief to the Armenians after the brutal massacres of 
1894-96.” In the twentieth century, during the aftermath of the 1915 genocide, the American 
Near East Relief rescued thousands of Armenian survivors and orphans.'^ After the 1989 Spitak 
earthquake, American aid helped to rebuild the stricken region. In the twenty-first century, the 
embassy opened a new chapter in American-Armenian relations with a broad series of programs. 
This welcome and mutually beneficial development, with the encouragement and support of the 
Armenian community in the USA, is strengthening ties between our two countries. These 
medals are tangible reminders of the friendly relations which exist between Armenia and the 
United States.
